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ELIMINATE THE COMPANY. 

Tie thing to be borne in mind in 
éonnection with the Abberta and Great 
Waterways project is that there are 
$7,400,000 lying in the banks, for the 
tepayment of which the Province is 
liable and the interest on which the 
Province must see paid. And as it 
has not been shown that the Com- 
pany have any money with which 
to pay the interest it must be assum- 
e that the Province, as the Com 
pany’s backer, is the party which will 
dave to do the paying. At the pro- 
sent time there are interest charges 
piling up on the money at the rate 
Of $9,250 per month. And that amount 
is the least that can be lost per month 
until the road is built, and probably 
fr many years after. For as the 
money is drawn out of the banks for 
construction the interest paid by the 
banks will foll off whie that which has 
to be paid the bond-holders will re- 
main constant, until when all the 
money has been withdrawn there will 
be $370,000 interest per year to pay 
ind no interest incoming ‘from the 

tks with which to pay it And 
hen the road has been built the pros. 


-pecta are that many years must elapse 


before it can be able to pay running 
expenses and aleo pay the $370,000 per 
year interest. Considering this, it 
dems practically certain that not leas 
man $3,000,000 interest will have to 
oome from some source other than the 
railways earnitigas during the next 
tweive years. 

Thera are only two sources from 
Which this interest ean come: The 
Company must pay itor the Province 
must d 0. But the Company ‘have 
not been shown to have anything 
with which to pay it. On the con- 
trary, the evidence all goes to show 
that they have no money at all save 
that $7,400,000 borrowed for them by 
the Province. The prospect is there- 
tor that the people of the Province 
ara the people who will have to do 
th paying. This constitutes the seri- 
ous phase of the matter, and at once 
ru is es the question as to what, if any- 
thing, can be done to get the Province 
troo from the burden. 


Obviously, the first thing to do is 
tc get the Company out of the way. 
It they are putting nothing into the 
Corcern they might better never have 
been in it. And if their going ahead 
with it means plunging the Province 
into an interest bill af $3,000,000 then 
the time to let them out is before the 
damage has been done, or before any 
more damage has been done. While 
the Company are in the field nothing 
can be done to change the project 
without their consent, ‘but if they were 
let out of the calculation means could 
then be considered for relieving the 
Province of this enormous burden, 
and also for getting the money put 
whore it would do most good to the 
people who are pledged to pay the 
interest on it dnd to also repay the 
principal itself, 

This ie not, of courme . propoval 
fo rob or defraud the Company. or 
any member ot it. It is a proposal 
to expropriute the Company's rights, 
ar interests, whatever these may be 
or may be found to be, Tf any man 
has put money into stock of the Com- 
pany he should get his own out of 
it to the last cent. To do less than 
that would-be robbery and would not 
two tolerated either by the Legislature, 
the: public or the law. Whatever is 
the Company’s should be bought and 
bald for at ite honest value, but at 
not Ohe cent more than that. 

I this were done we would then 
have to consider only the interests of 
th» public and the interests of the 
bond- holders. The ‘bond-holders’ in- 
terest is. of course, secure in any 
event. Their interest in the transac- 
tion began and ended with the ad- 
vue ment of the money on the guar. 
aatee of the Province that interest 
ate principal would be paid. It mak a 
ne Manner of difference to the bond 
tweldors whether the money they lent 
woes into the Alberta and Great Wat 
erweys railway or any railway, or into 
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concern is not what is done with the 
money they lent, but that the interes: 
due them is paid when it is due and 
that’ t'o principal: ie returned when 
that is due, For both these they have 
the guarantee of the Province, and 
will hold the Province accountable to 
the lest dolier, Beyond that thay 
have no concern, either as to what is 
done with the money or as to whether 
the venture into which it js put lie a 
good one or @ bad one. They are not 
dependant on the Alberta and Great 
Waterways Co. for either interest or 
principal, It is the Province they 
hold responsible for this, and so long 
as the Province pays them promptly 
what is ue them, they have no fur- 
ther right or interest in the transac- 
tion. 

To eliminate the Company wou'd 
thus remove all intereeta which would 
have to be considered in the disposi- 
tion of the money other than the in- 
terest of the people of the Province. 
There would then only have to be con- 
sidered where the money had best be 
spent, bearing in mind the interests 
cf the Province as a whole and of the 
petticular part of the Province which 
ths investment of this $7,400,000 was 
intended to benefit. That matter, 
hewever, cannot be considered while 
tw Company remains in the deal. I! 
they are left in the game the Alberta 
and Great Waterways must be built, 
regardless of whether the people 
would benefit more from the invest- 
ment of the money elsewhere, and 
regardless of the consequences to the 
people in the matter of interest 
charges. While the Company remain 
in, the people of the Province are 
bound to make good their liabilities, 
whatever these may be. If they were 
cut eut of the transaction the way 
would be opened jor getting ourselves 
relicved from the burden of the in- 
terest charges, and also for getting 
the money spent where railways are 
needed, The first thing to do there- 
fore is to expropriate the Company, 
giving the shareholders a dollar for 
every dollar they have put into the 
project, if any, and settling honestly 
every fair claim they can make for 
compensation. 


BRING ALONG THE WITNESSES. 

It is the duty of the Government 
to give every asistance possible to the 
Commission, to the end that the in- 
vestigation be as thorough and com- 
plete as possible. Amd beside its 
duty this should be also the Govern- 
ment’s pelasure. That much ie the: 
duty of any Government toward any 
Commission, but it is especially the 
duty of this Government toward this 
Commission. This is the Govern- 
ment’a Con mission. The proposel to 
appoint it came from the Ministers. 
The presumed necessity for a Commis 
sion was discovered by them. Nobody 
had asked for a Commission No- 
tody ‘had laid charges which only a 
Commission could go into. On a sud 
den the Government came to the con- 
clusion that some one’s reputation had 
been rather harshly dealt with and 
that only the assurance of a judicial 
Commission that his conduct had been 
what it should have been could re- 
habilitate him in the confidence f 
the public. To be plain about it, this 
Commission was proposed and ap- 
pointed to prove that the Government 
was honest. The idea that they were 
cspahle had already been shattered. 
There remained only the point of 1..- 
tegrity, and as this was the point 
which had not been attacked it was 
chosen as the point to defend. Before 
the Commission therefore the Gov- 
ernment are fighting on ground chosen 
by themselves. They chose to under- 
take to prove that they were honest 
when nobody had charged them with 
not being so. It is up to them to 
proceed with the proving, by éacilitat- 
ing the Commission in every way that 
would tend to a complete and thorough 
investigation, 

How ia the Government discharging 
this duty to the Commission, to the 
public, and to itself? Two witnesses 
are ensential if this inquiry is to be 
thorough. One of these witnesms 
the Premier af the Province promised 
the Legislature would be present and 
give evidence at this inquiry. The 
promise was repeated through the 
gentleman's solicitor when the Com- 
mission began work. But he is not 
here, and says he will not come, nor 
will he give evidence here’ or else- 
where. The other party was here 
daring the early sessions of the inquiry. 
He returned before the sittings were 
resumed, apparently intending to re- 
main until the close. But when the 
morning of the 13th dawned he wes 
not in the City, Instead, came a note 
saying that he had left for Winnipeg 
on the O. N. R. the evening previous. 
These two men are, one the president 
of the Company with which the trane- 
action under review took place, the 
other a lawyer who has been person- 
ally concerned in and with the pro- 
ject from the days of the old Atha- 
basca aytidicate.

“MARK TWAIN.” 

Millions of people, acattere? all 
over the world, will experience the 
pang of personal bereavement on 
learning of the death q Mark Twain. 
For many years he has been the 
king of humorieta; but he has been 
more than that also. He was the 
most companionable author in this 
or perhaps any language. His read- 
ars wers not atiditors, they were 
comrades. Whether his memory held 
back ecross a hel otnitury to the 
ateamnboating days on the Mississippi; 
whether he spun seross the plains 
again on the overiané mail to the 
mining camps of Colorado; or floated 
between the legend-haunted banks of 
the Rhine; or loitered in de ¢erowd- 
ed bazaar at Calcutta; or skipped over 
the yielding orust on the crater of a 
Hawaiian volcano; or camped on a 
Swiss glacier; or fought with the fever 
and the fleas in Palestine; or watched 
by the bed of a brother mangled in 
a boiler. explosion; or gazed on the 
glories of Lake Como by moonlight; 
wherever he went his readers went 
with him. Nor did he take them bg 
any of the crude artifices by which 
less skilful penmen enlist the imag- 
ery of their readers to help out their 
own deficiencies. Charmed by a nat- 
ural eloquence they journed with the 
master story-teller, whether across 
the span of years or across continents 
and oceans, unconscious even that 
their own powers of fancy were. being, 
called on to make the scénes more 
vivid. Thy laughed when he laugh- 
ed. ant Ww of them who have not 
dropped a tear when some spectacle 
ot auflering or misery stirred the deep- 
er Yeelings of his nature and was’ 
reflected in a passage of rare and 
touching pathos. 

Mr. Clemens had little education 
save what he gathered by the way- 
side, Perhaps it was better so, dor 
much schooling must have cramped 
and straitened a genius whose charm 
and power was in its originality and 
eccentricity. He was born poor and of 
humble parents. Which was also 
probably better, for the struggle for 
bread led him into the experiences 
which he has portrayed and observed 
for the entertainment and benefit of 
millions. Yet “handicapped” by lack 
of money and lack of learning he won 
an enduring place in the literature of 
the age, and leaves the world the 
poorer dor. his going.

ship companics and other agencies inter- 
ested in European im ation, for in- 
stead of a horde of diptinetly ‘undesir- 
ables seeking to land, as formerly, the 
week saw but few among the arrivals 
who wer even regarded as questionable, 
As a whole they were a fine lot of people, 
people with fine faces, full of character, 
splendid physiques and obviously filled 
with cptimism and enthusiastic ambi- 
tion to get out und make good in their 
new country. In consequence the immi 
gration officials had little difficulty in 
dealing with them and passed them with 
extraordinary rapidity. 

Out of the whole 4,569, but twenty- 
four were detained by the examining 
inepector for further examination, and 
of those but seven were subsequently 
ordered deported.
